Italy joined the “satisfied powers” 
on May 9 when Premier Benito Mus- 
solini proclaimed the annexation of 
Ethiopia, but the present European 
tension makes it impossible for him to 
relax the nation’s military prepared- 
ness.

000 men under arms in Italy and Kast 
Africa. Why? Because, in‘ his own 
words, he fears that the wild race for 
armaments and oranization of new 
political blocs is rapidly forcing 
Europe to the brink of a conflict even 
more terrible than the World War.

Changing Styles 
In News Writing. 

Wonder whether the average reader 
of a newspaper realizes the constantly 
changing style in the preparation and 
handling of the news? 

When you compare a newspaper of 
today with one-of years ago the dif- 
ference is remarkable. And, if you 
will watch from year to year, you can 
almost see the ehange taking place. 

It is no longer usual, for instance, 
for a modern newspaper to devote as 
much space to crime news as did the 
paper of, say, ten years ago. Oc- 
casionally, it is true, a crime 1s com- 
mitted with such unusual or dramatic 
circumstance that it is necessary to 
furnish the written material the read- 
ers demand, but in the general run 
of things crime does not, today, re- 
ceive anything approximating the 
news prominence of a few years ago. 

The reason for this, like all reasons 
for the handling of news, is that the 
readers are not as interested as they 
used to be in ordinary crime. Violent 
death, with no exceptional features, is 
not as important to the average read- 
er today as stories of world happen- 
ings, politics, business or industrial 
development, | 


Digging Out 
The Story. 

If you look at the files of a news- 
paper of fifty years ago you will find 
many stories that are difficult to un- 
derstand, 

In those days news stories were 
written more in the.style of magazine 
articles. The story began with the 
commencement of the event and fol- 
lowed the proceedings chronologically. 

Thus there might be an important 
meeting to decide a question of great 
public interest. 

The reporter: of half a century ago 
began by stating that the meeting was 
held, in such and such a place at 
such and such a time. He told who 
was temporary chairman and how the 
session was called to order and the 
statement, giving the reason for its 
gathering, was published. 

Seyeral paragraphs down in_ his 
story he went into minute detail on 
the election of the permanent chair- 


Then he quoted at !ength the gentle- 
man who opened the discuss:on and 
gave, in full, the debate that followed. 

And not until the closing lines of 
the story did you learn what the 
meeting did about the matter under 
diseussion—the one thing you wanted 
to find out.

The modern news story is compiled 
almost backward from the old order. 
The vital result of the meeting, the 
first thing the reader wants to know, 
is told in the opening sentence. Quali- 
fying conditions of this main issue are 
given next, with the time and place 
of the meeting. 

Explanation of the issue involved 
and the reasons why the meeting was 
called. follow. Then may come men- 
tion of the chairman and, finally, if 
it is deemed sufficiently interesting 
and colorful, the debate may be sum- 


mentioned.

Today you get the gist in the open- 
ing paragraph and the story itself will 
be reasonably complete if you end it 
at any paragraph.

EIGHT DEGREES OF CHARITY. 

The great Talmudic scholar and 
codifier, Moses Maimonides, analyzed 
the different degrees of charity in a 
manner that has become a classic. 

“There are,” he said, “eight degrees 
or steps in the duty of charity. 

“The first and lowest degree is to 
give, but with reluctance or regret. 
This is the gift of the hand, but not of 
the heart. 

‘The second is, to give cheerfully, 


but not proportionately to the distress | 


of the sufferer. 

“The third is, to give cheerfully, 
and proportionately, but not until so- 
licited. 

“The fourth is, to give cheerfully, 
proportionately, and even unsolicited, 
but to put it in the poor man’s hand, 
thereby exciting in him the painful 
emotion of shame. 

“The fifth is, te give charity in 
such a way that the distress may re 
eeive the bounty, and know their bene- 


m. 
‘“‘The ¢ixth, which rises still high- 
er, is ‘o know ‘the objects of our 
bounty but remain unknown to them. 

“The seventh is still more meritor- 
ious, namely, to bestow charity in 
such a way that the benefactor may 
not know the relieved persons, nor 
they the names of their benefactors. 

“Lastly, the eighth, and the most 
meritorious of all, is to anticipate 
charity by preventing poverty, namely, 
to assist the reduced fellowman, either 
by a considerable gift, or a sum of 


money, or by teaching him a trade, |

Before the end of this year, Italy 
plans to have 1,500 new airplanes, 
mostly high-speed bombers, in Service, 
giving hen almost $3,000 first line 
planes. Fifteen hundred new student 
pilots were enrolled recently and are 
now engaged in active, vigorous train- 
ing. 
Key industries have been national- 
ized, and are working for the govern- 
ment. The army is proceeding witha 
vast program of modernization and 
merchanization. eens 

Mobility of attack and rapidity of 
mobilization are the guiding principles 
in Italy’s unprecedented preparations 
for the next war. 

As a result of his experiments dur- 
ing the Ethiopmn war, Mussolini be- 
lieves he can throw the entire Italian 
nation into war overnight. The two 
“test mobilizations” of the Italian 
population during the African cam- 
paign were primarily designed to per- 
fect the organization of the fascist 
party for mobilization in event of a 
European crisis. 

Diplomatic Strength. 

Persons close to Mussoiini say he 
feels that Italy's ability to enter war 
at a moment's notice is his greatest 
diplomatic strength. 

He believes this constant prepared- 
ness may be a powerful factor in im- 
posing peace on Europe because 
neither France nor Germany would 
like to have one of,their fronts ex- 
posed to Italy's modernized « legions. 
Respect for Italy’s military prowess 
is increasing in Europe. 

Mussolini's many speeches during 
and after the East African war all 
revealed a great preoccupation with 
the peace of Europe. Menaced by 
Britain and France in their attempts 
to halt his evlonial program, Musse 
lini felt then that Furope’s p2ace was 
endangered. Bde 

Now that the Ethiopian affair is 
dead but not forgotten, Mussolini be- 
lieves the danger of an immediate war 
in Europe is vanishing, but he 
doesn’t intend to relax his prepara- 
Zions until there has been a general 
settlement of the problems which are 
disturbing Europe. : 

} Rendcred Service. 

Italians feel they rendered a service 
to peace by sponsoring the signature 
of the Vienna pact ending a years 
long bitter quarrel between Austria 
and Germany. ; 

At least, they reason, Europe will 
not go to-war over the Austrian ques- 
tion. This pact also removed a thorn 
in the side of Italo-German relations 
and should decrease the anxieties of 
France and Czechoslovakia regarding 
the future of Austria, 

Mussolini is attempting to act as 
arbiter between France and Germany. 
He believes that unless the French 
and Germans settle their differences 
there can be no peace for Europe. _ 

Mussolini settled his quarrel with 
Germany on July 11 when Chancel- 
lor Adolf Hitler signed a pledge to 
respect Austria’s independence. The 
pact assures Italy that Germanys 
be extended to ihe 
Brenner Pass, at Jeast temporarily. 

Mussolini does not want Germany 
as “too close’ a neighbor because it 
would create a problem with his own 
German speaking population in the 
south Tyrol, which Italy annexed from 
Austria after the World War. 

Refuses to Join. : 

Italy refuses to join France in any 
system of pacts or alliances which 
tend to encircle or isolate Germany. 

A majority of officials believe 
France’s authority has declined 86 
greatly she must abandon her at- 
tempts to dominate Europe’s political 
affairs and confine herself to guar- 
anteeing her own national secur'ty. 

This gives the key to what Musso- 
lini is now attempting to accomplish. 
_ He wants no more European terri- 
tory, but what he does want is to let 
Germany peacefully obtain some terri- 
tory which she lost in the World War. 
This, he believes, would bring. Ger- 
many back into the European fold and 
thus go a Jong way toward preventing 
another war.

[BRITISH NAVAL ORDERS 


KEP ALL YARDS BUSY 


Builders Unable To Spare 
Time for Private Con- 
struction. 


(Copyright, 1986, by North American News- 
paper Alliance. Inc.) . * 

LONDON, July 31—aAll_ British 
shipbuilding yards, whether owned by 
the government or by private com- 
panies, are working at full pressure 
to meet the admiralty’s demands for 
new construction. 

Sir Hubert Wilkins disclosed he 
has been unable to obtain construc- 
tion of a submarine in England for 
his projected under-ice voyage through 
the north polar regions, because the 
shipyards are so busy with govern- 
ment orders. ; 

A supplementary estimate just pre- 
sented to parliament provides for two 
additional 5,000;ton cruisers, nine de- 
stroyers, one aircraft carrier and four 
submarines, bringing the total of new 
construction for 1936 to two battle- 
ships, seven cruisers, 18 destroyers, 
two aircraft carriers and eight sub- 
marines. 

The British government has been 


projected naval construction within 
the“terms of the London naval treaty 
of 1930, under which the government 
undertook to build no new battleships 
for six years. The keels of the two 


‘battleships now ordered will not be 


laid down before the end of this year. 
It is understood that _these battle- 
ships, which are planned to be ‘the 
most powerful in the world, will have 
high speed, unofficially estimated at 
28 knots. They probably will be a 
combination of battle cruiser and bat- 
tleship, the dividing line of which, 
as seen in the new construction of 
such types in Japan, is finely drawn. 

One of these battleships will be built 
in the Vickers-Armstrong yards, 
which turned down the Wilkins ex- 
pedition’s order for a, sub-seaboat. 
These yards are also @building the 
cruisers Newcastle and Sheffield, both 
of 9,000 tons; the des Grey- 
hound and Griffin, of 1,300 tons, and 
the submarines Clyde, Narwhal, Ror- 
qual and Triton. The admiralty has 
still to place contracts for six sub- 
marines.

Boxing, too, was popular. But it answered the demand for 
blood, as it does today. Except the Greeks gave them lots of 
blood—and death. The boxers fought with the cesti, hard 
leather thongs, instead of gloves. And in the things iron spikes. 


One of those iron-clad blows landing on the jaw 
would do a lot of damage. And a few of them on the 
ribs would shatter the bones and lacerate the flesh. 


Boxing was fighting in those days. And some of the fight- 
ers were so expert they survived for years, killing and maiming 
their foes. 

But wrestling was the chief attraction. As in the other 
sports, the contestants had to swear they had trained for 10 
months and would live up to all the rules. 


The wrestlers trained on Greek cheese and wine. 


This may sound a little severe. But actually it is not. The 
Greeks make the §ame cheese today. In fact, some of it seems 
old enough to have survived since the ancient Olympic games. 
But it is magnificent cheese. It has an affinity for red table 
wine and the wrestlers who trained on it Were not suffering 
from a poverty-stricken diet. I have seen gourmets, intro- 
duced to Greek cheese and wine, push away other food and re- 
main faithful to the cheese and wine. 

They were rather tough wrestlers, according to the ancient 
records. 


THEY HAD TO BE TOUGH. ‘° 

They had to be tough—those ancient wrestlers. 

The rules read: ‘‘Thrice must an opponent throw his ad- 
versary so that both shoulders touch the ground while the victor 
remained standing.”” The victors must have been rather ex- 
pert in the use of the hold we call “‘the flying mare.”’ Or per- 
haps in the modern body slam. 


Eight-hour matches were not infrequent. The pace, 
however, must have been slow. And it is doubtful if 
the ancients would have approached the really good 
wrestlers of today with their fast speed. 


Just as the modern athletes in track and field sports, as 
well as others, surpass the old-timers, so would our moderns 
outspeed and outmaneuver the slow-moving ancients. At least, 
the probabilities are in that direction. Any argument on the 
subject admittedly is futile.

MILOS OF CROTONE. 

Milos of Crotone is my favorite of all the ancient athletes. 
He really lived, being an authentic character. The Greeks were 
very fond of writing and carving statues to depict the victories 
of Hercules and of Antaeus and all the heroes of the Illiad and 
Odyssey. 

But Milos of Crotone was six times winner in the Olympic 
games. Which means he held the Olympic title for 24 years. 

Milos, I am sure, could have taken Londos, Shikat, Raines, 
Frank Speer and a half dozen more of them in the ring at once 
and made short work of them. A 

The sports writers of the day said of Milos that: 


No one could move his little finger when he held 
his hand extended and his fingers rigid. . 

He could hold a ripe pomgranate in his hand un- 
injured while the strongest man tried to tear it from 
his grasp. 

No one could push him off an oiled plate, so firm 
was his stance. : 

He ended bouts very quickly, lifting his struggling oppo- 
nents high over his head and smashing them to the earth, where 
they lay inert. 

He ate 17 pounds of beef and a like amount of 
bread, washed down with five quarts of wine, at each 
feeding. 

And it should be remembered that the Olympic victors were 
fed by the state once they became a champion. Milos must 
have been a burden. He ate almost as much per day as a 
Great Dane dog. 

THE MODERN WRESTLING. 

Bill Streit, of Birmingham, the gray-haised football official, 
is in Germany with the American Olympic wrestling team. 

_ Most of its champions are from Oklahoma. That state pro- 
duces more good college wrestlers than all other states as- 
sembled. 

I will never forget last fall and a visit to Norman, 
Okla., to see Biff Jones, football coach at Oklahoma. 
He had a football squad of about 60 and I commented on 


its size. 


‘You should see the wrestling squad,” he said. ‘‘They have 


/a small squad this year. Only 125 men came out for the team.”

Japan gets the 1940 Olympic games. 

The Japanese will make a great show of it. 

Germany, however, is making such a show there is some 
criticism. It is a sort of political fiesta. Japan will not make 
that mistake.

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just when he died or where rest his 
bones—whether he was hero or im- 
poster, genius or lunatic. 

_ Some say his father was an honest 
industrious sheepcomber, others that 
this paternal parent was an itinerant 
peddler, a vagrant, a cheat and a jug- 
gler. We were taught in school that 
Christopher was a genius far ahead of 
his time, whose superhuman perspic- 
uity penetrated the secrets of physics 
and geography. But his fellow-Italian 
Cesare Lombroso, the famous anthro- 
pologist, branded him as a lunatic,who 
suffered from congenital paranoia, 
fixed ideas and religious illusions, 
who showed pronounced stigmata of 
degeneration: a “liar and _ boaster,” 
who was “given to cruelty,” a pro- 
found ignoramus,” whose ‘‘overwhelm- 
ing conceit” caused him “to draw com- 
parisons between himself and the Sa- 
viour,” to announce himself as the 
Lord’s representative under’ divine 
commission to’ discover David's treas- 
ure and with those sinews of war re- 
cover the Holy Sepulchre, then rebuild 
the temple at Jerusalem. 


We used to learn that Columbus, in 
his wisdom, knew the earth to be a 
sphere, but savants who have carefully 
studied him now say that he believed 
our old spinning top to be pear-shaped 
(as good spinning tops should be), the 
stem or apex pointing toward heaven. 

Over and over again we have pitied 
him in his martyrdom, endured only 
by virtue of his consciousness of hav- 
ing rendered the world a great serv- 
ice. But authorities who have scrutiniz- 


ed him profoundly now hold that he

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never enjoyed even the knowledge that 
he had discovered America, and that 
his madness was so far advanced that 
he believed his prison to be a great 
palace. 

The deepest of the many mysteries 
that veil this remrakable man relate 
to the final resting place of his bones. 
Qnce when their profanation was 
threatened, they were hidden away so 
very carefully that no one has since 
been able to locate them exactly. It 
was all on account of that bold rover 
of the seas, Sir Francis Drake, that 
they got mislaid. When he came sweep- 
ing down upon Santo Domingo, in 
whose cathedral they lay, 
bishop of that city ordered that all of 
the tombs be covered with earth. Those 
were days of ease and indolence and 
no one troubled himself about uncov- 
ing Columbus’ tomb until after the 
last one who knew the secret of its 
location had sought his own final rest- 
ing place. 

So the remains of the discoverer re- 
mained forgotten uftil Spain ceded 
Santo Domingo to France. Then the 
Duke of Veragua, a descendant of Co- 
lumbus, sent to the cathedral for his 
illustrious ancestor’s ashes. After con- 
siderable searching about among mus- 
ty tombs a small vault was opened and 
some pieces of bone and dust found 
inside were placed in a case of gold 
and lead. A high mass was said over 
them and thev were transferred to the 
cathedral of Havana that they might 
still repose on Spanish soil. No one 
doubted that these transplanted re- 
mains were those of Columbus until 
1877, when, in the course of repairs

So it was immediately 
announced that the remains taken to 
Havana in 1795 had not been those of 
Christopher, but of ._ Diego “Columbus, 
and that the great admiral’s bones 
had, after all, remained in Santo Do- 
mingo, in conformity with his death- 
bed request. 

There immediately arose an inter- 
national hubbub. the Spanish is accus- 
ing the archbishop and other digni- 
taries of the Santo Domingo cathe- 
dral of being the “authors and accom- 
plices of a pious fraud and the arch- 
bishop replying with great heat that 
he could prove his claims. 

Tourists through the West Indies 
say two separate tombs of Columbus, 
one in Havana and one in Santo Do- 
mingo, until the evacuation of Havana 
in 1898, when our authorities allowed 
the Spaniards to take their alleged 
bones of the discoverer to Seville. So 
pilgrims must now. go to both Seville 
and Sauto Domingo before being sure 
that they have visited the hallowed 
spot where lies buried the discoverer 
of America.
